City Counselor James E. Crowe 
last night called for the maximum 
penalty—a workhouse sentence as 
well as a stiff fine—in aggravated 
cases of drunken driving. 

In doing so, he indorsed the 
stand of his assistant, Prosecutor 
M. Ralph Walsh, who believes the 
St. Louis police courts have been 
too lenient with drunken drivers, 
and who intends to demand the 
Maximum punishment in aggra- 
vated cases. 

“The charge of driving while 
intoxicated should be entered with 
discrimination,” Crowe declared. 
“But when study of the evidence 
shows the charge is warranted and 
the case is made, conviction 
should lead to the full penalty 
when the driver's intoxication has 
resulted in someone being in- 
jured.” 

Aid to Seek Maximum. 

Assistant City Counselor Walsh, 
who was appointed by Crowe and 
is responsible to the city coun- 
selor, was even more emphatic. 

“In cases where drunken driv- 
ing has resulted in persons being 
injured, I intend to ask for the 
the maximum fine of $500,” he 
said. “And I am very much in 
favor of restoring the six-month 
workhouse sentence. A driver 
whose intoxication leads to some- 
one being hurt should go to the 
workhouse as well as being 
fined.” 

Walsh, who took over the job 
of prosecutor in Police Court No. 
2 on Aug. 1, stated his views after 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday dis- 
closed the leniency which has 
been accorded in cases of drunken 
driving, which have increased by 
80 per cent this year. 

Court records show that not 
one of the 149 motorists arrested 
for driving while intoxicated in 
the first seven months of 1949 has 
been prosecuted on a state felony 
charge, and that most of those 
convicted on city charges in the 
police courts have been let off 
with fines of $50 or $100. 

Police Judges James H. Connor 
and John Lee Waechter, who took 
office last July 1, told the Post- 
Dispatch they favor imposition of 
a six-month workhouse sentence 
and a $500 fine in aggravated 
cases. An vated case, they 
said, would be one in which some- 
one was injured and the intoxi- 
cated driver also was guilty of 
speeding and leaving the scene 
of the accident. 

Drunken driving alone, without 
the aggravating factors, would 
not warrant imposition of the 
maximum penalty, especially in 
the case of a first offender, they 
thought. Connor succeeded Joseph 
B. Catanzaro on the bench in Po- 
lice Court No. 1, and Waechter 
replaced George J. Grellner in 
Court No, 2. 

The maximum penalty on the 
city charge of drunken driving at 
present is a $500 fine. The city 
driver’s license is automatically 
suspended for one year on con- 
viction in police court. 

Heavier State Penalties. 

To combat drunken driving, po- 
lice could seek prosecution on 
state as well as city charges. The 
state code makes driving while 
intoxicated a felony punishable 
by as much as five years in prison 
or one year. in jail, or a fine up 
to $100, or both imprisonment and 
fine. 

The city code provided for a 
six-month workhouse sentence as 
well as a fine before it was re- 
vised last year. Through an over- 
sight, the firm handling publica- 
tion of the revision omitted the 
workhouse penalty vision. Un- 
til the Board of ermen can 
remedy this defect when it meets 
next month after the summer re- 
cess, drunken drivers are ‘spared 
the threat of a workhouse term, 
except in cases in which they are 
unable to pay their fines. —

YUGOSLAV ASAI 
PROVOCATION BY 
SOVIET WARSHIP 


Assert Monitor Mounted 
Guns, Defied Orders to 
Halt on Trips in Their 
Waters,

BELGRADE, Aug. 27 (UP)—A 
Russian warship, in “a deliber- 
ately provocative manner,” 
steamed up the Danube through 
Yugoslay territory and then back 
this months, Yugoslav officials 
said tonight. 


These officials said both times 
the vessel, a monitor which 
mounted light guns, defied Yugo- 
slav orders to halt, in outright 
violation of the river code adopted 
by the Danube states in August 
1948. 

Yugoslav will “certainly under- 
take the necessary steps in order 
to guard the integrity of her terri- 
torial waters from similar viola- 
tions in the future,” the officials 
said,

count: 

The monitor appeared suddenly 
at Kladovo, on the Romanian 
frontier, just before dawn Aug. 
12. This was four hours after the 
Soviet Union had presented its 
note to the Yugoslav Government 
denouncing Premier Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s government as an “enemy 
and a foe” of Russia. 

Yugoslav frontier guards sig- 
naled the Monitor, demanding 
that it heave to and submit to an 
examination by Yugoslav river 
authorities, in accordance with 
the code adopted in Belgrade.* The 
signals were ignored as were re- 
peated signals. The vessel was 
“carefully and continually” ob- 
served by Yugoslav armed forces 
on the two-day voyage from 
Romania to Hungary. 

Yesterday, the Monitor suddenly 
reappeared at the Hungarian 
frontier town of Bezdan and re- 
turned downriver, ignoring Yugo- 
slav demands that it halt both at 
Besdan and Kladovo. The ship 
passed Kladovo and sailed back 
into Romanian territory.

Trading System Described. 

The British paper was reported 
to have described in detail the 
growth of the international trad- 
ing system which made Britain a 
great world power and the de- 
structive effects of two world 
wars which partially destroyed 
that system and much of Britain’s 
economic strength. 

The British agreed in principle 
with American aims of restoring 
this trade system, but argued that 
‘under present day conditions in 
which great periods of depression 
involving widespread unemploy- 
ment are no longer acceptable, the 
process of restoration would be 
slow and difficult. 

The immediate objective of the 
talks, which are expected to re- 
sult in important decisions next 
month, is to try to check the 
drain on Britain’s gold and dol- 
lar reserves to keep them from 
falling below $1,000,000,000. The 
target date for this achievement 
is Jan. 1, : 

British and American officials 
alike appeared to be fairly con- 
fident that the first goal of sav- 
ing Britain from a kind of na- 
tional bankruptcy would be ac- 
complished. American authori- 
ties said that the British, by 
ordering cutbacks in their spend- 
ing of dollars, already have taken 
one important step. 

Long-Range Problem Tougher. 

There is a good deal less confi- 
dence that the long-range British 
economic problem can be solved 
in a way agreeable to both gov- 
ernments. Top officials on both 
sides say that the essence of the 
solution, over a long pull, is for 
Britain to sell a lot more goods 
in the United States. Yet there 
is no certainty that this can be 
brought about. 

As a result, some British 
authorities are reported thinking 
of proposing the creation of a 
tightly-knit and largely self-suf- 
ficient “sterling bloc.” That would 
mean the division of the world 
economy into three areas—Rus- 
sian, British, and American. State 
Department officials fear that 
such a move would tend to break 


The hurricane struck inland yes- 
terday, raked 250 miles of beach 
playground along the Atlantic 
coast and swept across. the rich 
citrus belt to the Gulf of Mexico, 
then headed inland again.

The Coast Guard announced 
today that the hurricane winds; 
hit a high of 162 miles an hour at 
Jupiter Lighthouse, north of West 
Palm Beach, 

Comdr. Guernsey Curran Jr. 
said the lighthouse anemometer 
showed that figure just before the 
wind gauge failed. He said it was 
a sustained reading taken 50 feet 
above the ground. 

Previous high for a sustained 
reading in the hurricane was 150 
miles an hour, with unofficial 
velocities reported up to 155 miles 
an hour, 

Radio towers buckled and 
crashed, stately pines and lan- 
guorous palms were wrenched 
from the soil, roofs were hurtled 
into the air and debris at bullet 
speed beat a tattoo against win- 
dows and walls.

The Day in Congress 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP) — 
Authority for a big expansion of 
the Air Force won Senate approval 
by unanimous consent today after 


brief discussion. 

The Senate ‘passed the 70-group 
Air Force bill previously approved 
by the House after striking out 
a section that spelled out the 70 
combat groups and other units. 

Retained in the bill, however, 
was the House-approved authority 
for “24,000 serviceable aircraft or 
224,000 airframe tons aggregate.” 

This would authorize the Air 
Force to buy—if Congress pro- 
vides funds later—all the air- 
planes regarded as necessary for 
an expansion to 70 groups. 

Senators said the House lan- 
guage spelling out the 70 groups, 
22 separate squadrons and 61 Air 
Reserve groups was meaningless 
because a group or squadron 
varies widely. 

This authorization bill deals 
with the size and composition of 
the various branches of the armed 
services. It has no direoet connec- 
tion with the House-approved mili- 
tary appropriations bill now under 
consideration by the Senate. The 
authorization measure can be car- 
ried out only so far as funds are 
provided in the money, bill. 

Action on Guided Missiles. 

The Senate also struck from the 
House-passed bill authority for 
both the Army and Air Forces to 
develop and buy guided missiles. 

These are the push-button type, 
long-range weapons of the future 
wars of which the German buzz 
bombs and rockets were a fore- 
runner toward the end of World 
War II. 

The Senate action ‘apparently 
would leave up to the Secretary of 
Defense an undercover ty 8 
among the Air Force, Navy and 
Army as to which arm should 
handle guided missiles,

East St. Louisan Does as 
He Was Taught, Gets 
Craft Down at Lambert 
Field. , 


A Navy Hellcat fighter plane 
slid to a belly-landing at the 


north end of Lambert-St. Louis the fe 


Field yesterday. Its pilot, Lt. (J..) 
Gordon Hollenbeck, was unable to 
lower the landing gear into proper 
position because of mechanical 
trouble. 

Lt. Hollenbeck is attached to 
Naval Réserve Fighter Squadron 
75A at the Naval Air Station at 
the airport. He was a combat 
pilot in the Pacific and Asiatic 
theaters in World War II, and 
has logged about 1100 flying hours. 
He was uninjured in the landing, 
and the plane moderately dam- 


aged. 

“It’s just a matter of training,” 
Lt. Hollenbeck said afterward. 
“I flew until the gas was almost 
gone, shut off the electrical sys- 
tem and set it down on the grass 
so there wouldn’t be any sparks. 
I did what I've been told to do 
under the circumstances and have 
seen done lots of times in train- 
ing films, and got out o.k.” 

A Hellcat normally lands at 
about 90 miles an hour. 

After a routine training flight 
he approached the field for land- 
ing, and discovered that the right 
landing gear would not lower. The 
left was in normal operating con- 
dition. 

He regained altitude and at- 
tempted to free the stuck gear 
by acrobatics, but was unable to 
do so. After flying for about an 
hour after the first approach he 
had gasoline for only 20 minutes 
left in his tanks and prepared to 
make the belly landing. 

He made one low-altitude pass 
across the field, pulled up into a 
circle and then set the plane down 
on the grass beside the runway in 
front of the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. plant, Fire and crash crews 
stood by, but the landing was 
made without difficulty. 

The airport ‘was closed to all 
other traffic for about 15 minutes 
before and immediately after the 
landing was made. 

Lt. Hollenbeck, who ts 27 years 
old, lives at 433 Chaudet avenue, 
East St. Louis. 

It was the second belly landing 
by one of the station’s planes in 
less than a week because of land- 
ing gear difficulty. Last Monday a 


twin-engine Beechcraft carrying a 


Pilot and two passengers was land- 
ed on the grass in front of the 
McDonnell plant with the wheels 
retracted. after they would not 
lower completely.

Files Long Affidavit. 

Hunt made these statements in 
a lengthy affidavit sent to the 
Senate “five percenter” subcom- 
mittee. Most of it was a defense 
of his activities as a “Management 
counselor” and answers to testi- 
mony against him brought out in 

s _pereenter” hearings. 

Hunt, ‘suffering from a chronic 
heart malady, is too ill to testify 
before the Senate group which 
has been investigating his business 
operations for weeks. He signed 
thé affidavit as he lay in a hospi- 
tal bed. 

Chairman Hoey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, said whether the state- 
ment is admitted as.a part of the 
committee record will be deter- 
mined after members have a 
chance to read it. In any case, 
Hoey said, the committee will re- 
serve the right to cross-examine 
Hunt or call him for other testi- 
mony if his health permits. An 
official medical report indicated 
that Hunt would not be able to 
appear for at least four weeks.

Vaughan will be asked to tell 
whether his White House activi- 
ties as a friend of alleged “fixers” 
were carried out just to be “a good 
fellow” or for some other reason, 
He also will be asked whether 
President Truman knew his name 
was being used by Vaughan to 
help John F. Maragon’s commer- 
cial travels. 

Hunt's Statement 17 Pages. 

In his 17-page notarized state- 
ment, supplemented by two photo- 
stated documents, Hunt sought to 
answer most of the charges 
against him in the hearings to 
date. 

Hunt not only denied any wrong- 
doing; he asserted that he has per- 
formed a service “which I know 
was of real value to my clients 
and I believe of real value to the 
government.” 

And he told the committee 
“there is no evidence whatsoever 
of my ever having received a fee 
(‘inordinately large’ or otherwise) 
as a contingent commission on a 
sale to a procurement agency of 
the Government.”

jAt Least 11 Stabbed or 


Clubbed at Peekskill, 
N.J.—‘Coming in Like 
Flies’ at Hospital. 


PEEKSKILL, N. T., Aug. 27 
(AP)—Fierce rioting among thou- 
sands of persons broke out to- 
night at a scheduled picnic grove 
cencert by Paul Robeson, and at 
least 11 persons were reported 
stabbed or clubbed. 

The rioting broke out as march- 
ing veterans’ organizations and 
concert-goers clashed head-on in 
a dirt country road near the grove. 

After two and a half hours the 
fighting still had not been quelled. 

“Come in Like Flies.” 


At least 11 persons were taken 
to the hospital, police reported, 
and the hospital said “they come 
in like flies—we can’t keep count 
of them.“ 

The hospital said the injured 
apparently were beaten with 
“rocks, clubs, anything they could 

et their hands on.” 

The crowd of thousands, on-the- 
scene reporters said, contained a 
large number of Negroes, but most 
persons were white. 

Robeson did not appear on the 
scene. The Negro singer Was re- 
ported tied up in the huge traffic 
jam that the riot caused on nearby 
roads. 

Civil Rights Group Benefit. 


His concert appearance had 
been scheduled by the Peoples 
Artists Committee for the benefit 
of the Harlem branch of the Civil 
Rights Congress. The Congress 
has been labeled subversive by the 
United States Department of 
Justice. 

Reporters said the rioting broke 

out when thousands of paraders 
marching under Veterans’ groups’ 
colors met head-on with thousands 
of persons gathering for the con- 
cert.

SENATE APPROVES 
REVISED 70-GROUP 
AIR FORCE BILL

will be controlled by the funds 
allowed by Congress in annual ap- 
propriations. This year the House 
allowed funds to expand the Air 
Force to 58 groups but the Senate 
cut this total hack to 48 groups in 
the military money bill it now is 
debating. 
Officer Strength Trimmed. 
The Senate bill trimmed maxi- 
mum authorized officer strength 
for both the Army and Air Force. 
The House had authorized 33,500 
regular officers on active duty for 


the Army. The Senate |

For the Air Force the House 
authorized 27,500 active regular 
officers. The Senate bill held this 
to 22,400, 

The House had authorized 986, 
000 officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted persons for the Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps but the Senate 
struck this out in favor of “such 
personnel strength as is necessary 
to form the basis for complete and 
immediate mobilization for nation- 
al defense in the event of a na- 
tional emergency.” 

The Senate used the same broad 
term for the Air Force Reserve 
instead of the 500,000 limit put in 
by the House. 

Finally, the Senate bill denied 
authority to use Air Force funds 
for .development, design or pro- 
curement of transport or cargo 
aircraft intended primarily for 
commercial use. Some members 
of Congess have been urging that 
the Air Force meet costs of de- 
veloping proto-type commercial 
aircraft which would be used in 
case of ‘war,

ARTHRITIS DRUE 


Medicine May Be More 
Plentiful if Plant Can 
Be Grown in Large 
Quantities.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (AP) — 
The wonder drug for arthritis, 
cortisone, can de made from 3 
plant growing at our doorstep, @ 
chemist announced today. 

The plant is the tropical yam, or 
sweet potato, raised for food in 
Mexico and elsewhere in Latin 
America, It offers a new, cheap- 
er source for the rare and costly 
drug, said Dr. Russell E. Marker, 
research consultant of the Tree 
mond Pharmaceutical Co, 

It should be possible to produce 
large amounts of the drug “in the 
near future,” a company exécutive 
said,

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brought amazing relief to some 
people crippled and in pain 
arthritis. But only tiny amounts 
are being made now, from animal 
bile. It has to be given in daily 
injections to keep up the good ef- 
fects. One day’s dose costs at 
least $20. 

Only two weeks ago it was dis- 
closed that the drug apparently 
could be produced from the seeds 
of a rare African plant. A sei- 
entific hunt is underway to learn 
if this plant, a vine, could be cul- 
tivated enough to supply lots of 
the drug at lower cost. 

Dr. Marker said the yam plant 
may be a quicker source. It con- 
tains a chemical, botogenin, which 
can be used as a raw material for 
making cortisone, he said. He de- 
scribes it in the journal of the 
American Chemical Society.

When Chips Were Down, 
Britain Failed Tottering Europe.

Some Men With Full Sense

The “project of the good Henry IV,“ to 
which Franklin referred, was called the 
“Grand Design.” It was formulated by the 
Duc de Sully, Henry’s chief minister, in the 
early seventeenth century, and it advocated 
the setting up of a permanent committee 
representing the fifteen leading states of 
Europe. 

In modern times, Aristide Briand of 
France presented to the 1929 session of the 
League of Nations proposals for a European 
union. These proposals were amplified in 
the famous Briand memorandum of May 17, 
1930. Briand invited the 27 countries 
Which were members of the League of Na- 
tions to consider the advantages of an 
agreement between the interested govern- 
ments having as its object the creation 
among the nations of Europe, of some kind 
of federal bond establishing between them 
a system of constant solidarity, and allowing 
them, whenever necessary, to get in touch 
immediately to study, discuss and settle 
problems likely to be of common interest.“ 

Briand’s proposal was carefully and 
cautiously worded, but nothing came of it.

Support for World Federalism 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


To my mind today's biggest news is 
the stirritg of the World Federalist 
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Pounds and Dollars 


This is a time for examining not merely the 
relationship of the pound and the dollar, but also 
the fundamental relationship of the British and 
the American peoples. 

Ordinarily, the dollar and the pound could be 
left to the bankers and the brokers. But be- 
cause the currencies have become the testing 
symbols of something much more important, 
they are now the concern of statesmen and of 
all who would keep the lamp of freedom aflame. 

This is not a matter of hands-across-the-seas 
sentimentality. As a matter of pure economics, 
the American people probably could afford to 


abandon the British. Our industrial plant has 


grown so vast that we no longer have very many 
needs which must be filled beyond our borders. 
What we do need, we can easily afford to buy. 
And the cheaper, the better. 

Yet nations live by more than commerce. The 
last war made that clear enough. If the 
United States now abandoned Britain, we almost 
certainly would face the next aggressor alone. 
If Britain were to go down, her dominions and 
colonies almost surely would go down. Other 
democratic nations also would go down. 

The question then is whether that would make 
much difference to our defense. And that ques- 
tion virtually answers itself. There has been 
much talk recently of Britain’s weaknesses, and 
not enough remembering of its strength. It is 
still a nation of potential wealth which has great 
influence and respect in many parts of the 
world. Its people have abundant experience in 
dealing with Asians and Africans whose ways 
are strange to us. These and similar considera- 
tions are hard as nails, and they can be much 
more important than exchange quotations. 


Even, higher matters are involved. It is by no 
means incidental, for example, that British and 
American schoolboys memorize the same lines of 
Shakespeare and Shelley. Or that Britons and 
Americans treasure the same virtues of candor, 
thrift and courage. - Or that both peoples are in- 
tensely devoted to the same personal freedoms, 
the same reign of laws rather than men, the 
same spirit of tolerance, kindliness and fair play. 


If nations have trusted friends even remotely 
in the same way that individuals do, Great Brit- 


ain and the United States are such friends. This 


is more than a sharing of blood. It can be 
shown easily enough that when the people of 
the United States were most predominantly of 
British ancestry, they were rather less in accord 
with Britain than they have been since they re- 
ceived such considerable admixtures of Irish, 
Swedish, German, Polish and Italian blood. It 
is a matter of mutual respect and trust. 

Such close friends do not condition their 


friendship on their pocketbooks. Monetary solu- 


tions, of course, are important. But the men 
who are discussing Britain’s current economic 
problems should not forget the historic relation- 
ship which might be brought into jeopardy. For 
its sake, the dollar-pound relationship should be 
adjusted for Britain’s survival and revival. For 
Americans, this is a matter of intelligent self- 
interest, but it is also something much more. 
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What Was the USO? 


Mayor Darst has agreed with Scott Air Force 
Base officers that St. Louis has a share of re- 
sponsibility for the rise in crime among base 
personnel. Now that the Mayor is committed to 
re-establishing a service men’s center, the prob- 
lem is just what the center should be. 

The USO, which was abolished after the war, 
was considerably more than a place where GIs 
could pass the time of day. It had many enter- 
tainment facilities and offered personal services. 
But it also was one place where a service man 
far from home could find an invitation to dinner, 
companionship. for a dance or someone who 
spoke Spanish. 

What the teen-agers at Scott Field want from 
St. Louis is not just entertainment, but friendly 
guidance and a direct contact with the social 
life of the community. The Mayor’s committee, 
now considering the problem, might conclude 
that this is what a service center should be.

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Forrest Smith on Doctors 

Missouri state hospitals are short of doctors 
to the point of tragedy, but Gov. Smith has 
vetoed a bill to drop the two years’ residence 
requirement for a doctor’s employment by the 
state. 

Letting down this bar, said. the Governor, 
might make Missouri “a dumping ground for 
physicians who could not practice in other states 
and are not qualified to render the proper treat- 
ment of Missouri patients.. . I am of the opin- 
ion that if physicians who are residents of Mis- 
souri are properly compensated for their serv- 
ices, the Geman could be supplied from Mis- 
souri residen 

The Governor is right in arguing that the state 
should offer more attractive pay to doctors, but 
the rest of the statement is very odd. The short- 
age of doctors is chronic and nation-wide, There 
is an acute shortage in Missouri. So the ques- 


tion is not one of “foreigners” knocking Missou- 


rians out of jobs. It is merely a question of 
whether Missouri puts in a bid for the too few 
doctors that are available. And if letting down 
the residence requirement would bring a flood 
of incompetents to practice in Missouri, this 
state’s medical licensing requirements must be 
far more lax than anybody but the Governor 
knows them to be. 

But perhaps the Governor really has no such 
distressing knowledge. Maybe it is just his old 
and avid appetite for political patronage, since 


the bill he vetoed would also have taken all 


state medical appointments out of his control 
and put them under the merit system. 
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A Kiss and a Contrast 
Australia has just presented the United States 
with a serious contrast involving America's long 
reputation as a home for the oppressed, The 
Australian immigration minister welcomed the 


_ §0,000th displaced person to reach his country, 


one Maria Kalnius, with a kiss. 

It was only last month that the 50,000th DP 
to reach America under the 1948 Displaced Per- 
sons Act was met at Boston by official speeches 
——no kiss. We can only assume that this DP’s 
‘family was told how lucky it was to be here. 

Australia has given the United States a lesson 
in hospitality as-well as gallantry. Australia has 
neither the resources nor industry to afford 
many refugees. Her vast arid interior will re- 
quire years of preparation before the present 
population of 7,500,000 can expand rapidly. 

Yet Australia has received one DP for every 
150 citizens. In America—that traditional land 
of wealth and opportunity—the record under the 
1948 law is one DP for every 2569 persons. 

The 1948 law is not only miserly in the refuge 
it offers to Europe’s homeless; it is discrimina- 
ce ee aie oes seep, A bill to en- 


large the quotas and remove the legal preju- 


dices has been bottled up in the Judiciary Com- 
mittee by Senator McCarran. 

All that is needed to remove this measure 
from McCarran’s narrow hold is a simple Senate 
majority. The example of Australia should re- 
mind the Senate of our tradition of’asylum. 
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Through a Glass Darkly 

Ralph Coghlan’s report that the United States 
of Europe will not be formed tomorrow or even 
the day after need not be as discouraging as 
some will make it out to be. This fact, after all, 
was recognized even before the Council of Eu- 
rope convened in Strasbourg. And at its optn- 
ing session Eduard Herriot of France warned 


the delegates not to miss the possible by reach- . 


ing for the impossible. 

It was perhaps unfortunate that the Council 
should have assembled almost on the eve of a 
British election. That made the Laborites even 
more cautious than they were expected to 
be. But Churchill, the outstanding advocate of 
European unification, also was coy with his re- 
mark that it would be better to see the girl be- 
fore marrying her. And what goes for the Brit- 
ish, goes for almost all of the responsible 
statesmen in Europe. The deeper men are in- 
volved in the affairs of existing governments, 
the more hesitant they are about sweeping 
changes, no matter how promising. 

To a certain extent, it will always be that 
way. That is why Paul Reynaud wants to ap- 
peal directly to the people of Europe as Euro- 
peans and not as Englishmen, Frenchmen or 
Italians. That is easier said than dong. 

Yet it is too early to write off Strasbourg 
as a failure. It is to be hoped that certain spe- 
cific if minor accomplishments will be forth- 
coming. These can have the effect of making 
Europeans a little less nation-minded and a lit- 
tle more federation-minded. Such gradualism 
can be promising. 

The question, of course, is whether it is not 
much too slow to prevent the catastrophe which 
seems to be ahead for Europe. But perhaps the 
pressure of approaching trouble may speed uni- 
fication, This only time can tell. Just now one

Camp Fires Burning Low 

The Grand Army of the Republie is holding 
its last encampment in Indianapolis, the scene of 
its first national gathering 83 years ago. The af- 
fair obviously will be a rather quiet one. Only 
a handful-of “the boys in blue” remain, and they 
are centenarians or almost so. Others will have 
to carry the flags for them, and play the fifes, 
and beat the drums. 

But what an army they once were, these men 
who ran from their first baptism of fire at Bull 
Run and then marched to Shiloh and Chicka- 
mauga, across Georgia with Sherman, and down 
to City Point and Appomattox with Grant. What 
memories of singing the Battle Hymn of the Re- 
publie, of cheering Father Abraham, and of bat- 
tling Johnny Reb—although long ago they clasped 
his hand in renewed friendship. 

And what a force the G.A.R. was for decades 
after the Civil War, especially in the last quar- 
ter of the last century when its membership 
reached a peak of 409,489, and politicians were 
even more solicitous about its bonus requests 
than contemporary legislators are about the in- 
terests of the GIs. 

There is a special interest in the G.A.R. in 
these parts, of course, because it was founded 
by a Springfield, III., physician, Dr. Benjamin 
F. Stephenson, and because its first and most 
distinguished commanders were two Illinois gen- 
erals, S. A. Hurlbut and John A. Logan. Less 
than a century has passed since their day, but 
how distant it seems. What momentous events 
have since clamored for attention, and elamor 
even now as the last of the G.A.R. is tenting 
once more on the old camp ground. 
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\ U Drunken Drivers 


A shockingly poor record in the prosecution 
of drunken drivers in St. Louis has been dis- 
closed. Making it more serious still is the fact 
that drunken driving arrests are up 80 per cent 
this year. The nub of the matter seems to be 
that the police courts are letting offenders off 
with light fines and their cases are not being 
taken up to the state court, where penalties that 
would really discourage drunken driving are 
available. 

Poiice Chief O’Connell gives two reasons why 
his department is discouraged from taking these 
cases up to the state courts. He says a doctor's 
testimony that the driver was drunk is required, 
and it’s hard to persuade doctors to testify. He 
also says witnesses other than the arresting of- 
ficer must be produced to prove that the de- 
fendant was the river of the car. 

These reasons would be more persuasive if 
state prosecutions were being neglected by the 
Police Department in only a minor percentage 
of the cases. But the department hasn’t attempt- 
ed a single state felony prosecution against 
drunken drivers this year. That makes it look 
like a good deal of laxity is involved in addi- 
tion to the discouragements Chief O’Connell 
enumerates. And when only 40 per cent of those 
arrested are convicted in police court, and they 
get off with light fines, it isn’t possible to say 
that a determined effort is being made to stop 
drunken driving. 

A study of these conditions by an unbiased 
group, to show what more St. Louis needs in 
the determination to prosecute and in the means 
of prosecuting successfully, would be a genuine 
civic service.

Educational foundations fight shy of supporting “the humanities” on 
grounds they haven't paid off; a man of letters retorts that only 
through literature and philosophy can the human race have and hold 
a high sense of values; to be too “practical” is to be half-men.

A friend of mine was recently present at 
a conference of men whose business it is to 
give away money. They were, in other 
words, the directors of several large 
“funds” and they had met to discuss gen- 
eral policy: Only on one thing, he told me, 
did there seem to be nearly unanimous 
agreement and that was this: No more 
major sums for “humanities.” 

It was not that these gentlemen were 
doctrinaire materialists or that they had a 
prior reasons for dismissing literature, 
philosophy and the arts, . Their arguments 
were purely pragmatic. “Counting, say, 
from the time of Plato, your practitioners 
of the liberal arts 
have had some 2500 
years in which to 
show what they could 
do, That is a very 
long time as we 
count it and they 
have produced very 
unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Let’s give 
someone else a 
chance.” 

I am glad that I 
was not present, for 
the only answer which 
can be given is not 
simple. It is all very 
walt te sen that Ge Joseph Wood Krutch 
dom is more important than knowledge and 
that virtue is more important than effi- 
ciency. But what is the wisdom that world 
literature has accumulated or the virtue it 
has taught? 


No Wisdom in Neat Packages 


Poetry and philosophy look as confusing 
and as contradictory as life itself. Can any- 
one summarize what he has learned from 
Shakespeare and Cervantes, can anyone 
reconcile what few conclusions seem to be 
deductible from them? 


An innocent Rasselas sent into a library 
instead of into the world might very likely 
emerge a year later with the conviction that 
nothing can be known. He might have 
met there fellow readers of more advanced 
age eager to assure him that communion 
with the great spirits had made them wise. 
But they could not have told him what they 
had learned and they would, alas, usually 
have acted as though it could not have 
been much. 

Often the great poets have celebrated 
and seemed to e those moved by the 
most destructive passions; not infrequently 
they have counseled, in unfortunately well 
chosen words, the most immoral of atti- 
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the real subject of all literature; it reminds 
us continuously that they ought to be in- 
quired into. 


Probably the very men who were ready 
to give up “the humanities” as a bad job 
are well enough aware or rather well enough 
able to say, which is not the same thing, 
that what the world needs most is some 
sense of values, Probably they have some 
faint hope that sociology will define them 
in some formula or science discover them 
in some test tube. But in neither such way 
will or can the thing ever come about, 


Nothing can be made to seem good or 
bad merely by doing it, only by contemplat- 
ing it. And literature is concerned, not with 
doing things, but with contemplating those 
things which have been done. From it only 
one consensus of opinion can be deduced, 
but that one is unanimous. It is not merely 
that this or that is wise or good but merely 
that things are either wise or foolish, good 
or bad in themselves, and that a good deal 
depends on our decision which is which. 


Half-Views of Mankjnd 


Perhaps this would not be much if any 
human effort had ever achieved more, but 
the little is supremely important in a world 
which, outside the realm of literature, 
seems more and more to doubt not merely 
that there is “or good or ill” but also, and 
far more important, that thinking can 
make it so. The men who give away 
money in the hope of doing humanity some 
large service might well consider that. the 
place to look for something is among those 
who at least assume that it exists. 

Few outside a group of somber fanatics 
‘any longer believe that man can be under- 
stood purely in terms of that fictitious 
simplification called “the economic man.” 
But some form of the delusion which that 
belief represented seems always to exist in 
every attempt, except the literary, to under- 
stand him. 

Just now, certain “realists” are busily 
insisting that nothing is important unless 
it can be acted upon—as though man were 
not a feeding animal as well as an operat- 
ing animal, as though, in other words, he 
could be understood in terms of their new 
fictitious simplification, which makes him 
nothing except a doer, even though he can- 
not be understood in the old one which 
made him nothing except a producer and a 
consumer of goods. 


The Sense of Values 


One reason why literature has never 
reached easy conclusions is simply that it 
has never, when it really was literature 
Worthy the name, consented to concern 
itself with anything less than the whole 
man or to forget that one of his most im- 
portant characteristics is the ability to be- 
lieve that one thing is better than another. 
This last is all that “a sense of values” 
really means and it may be that almost any 
sense of value is better than none.

Opinion of U. S. Experts. 

In the opinion of Americans 
who live with this problem from 
day to day, the answers to the 
questions are as follows: 

The United Kingdom can be 
gayed from economic disaster and 
there / is no doubt that it will be 
saved. It is unthinkable for the 
United States, as well as for 
Britain, to approach this problem 
in a defeatist way. K is funda- 
mentally vital to the United States 
to have the United Kingdom and 
its population not only survive 
but also thrive. 

The argument runs like this: 

1. Britain is the pest possible 
American “aircraft carrier” on 
the eastern side of the Atlantic. 
2. The British are the toughest 
and most dependable ally the 
United States has in western Eu- 
rope. 

3. They provide indispensable 
markets for products of American 
Southern states cotton and tobac- 
co. 

4. The United Kingdom is bank 
er for the sterling area which con- 
‘ tains a fourth of the world's pop- 
ulation. 

5. A prosperous United Kingdom 
is the best barrier against Com- 
munism in the event of a crisis in 
western Europe. 

Second Part of Problem. 

As nearly as can be determined, 
nobody who really takes this prob- 
lem seriously has any doubt as to 
the necessity of solving it. 

But there is a second part to 
the question that calls for a seri- 
ous answer. 

There is no doubt that the 
United Kingdom has the mak- 
ings of very serious, chronic 
economic anemia or outright eco- 
nomic collapse. Strenuous steps 
are going to have to be taken 
to avert it, and the British peo- 
ple, led by their government, are 
going to have to take those steps. 
They have already taken some 
of hens steps by freezing wages, 
ordering heavy economy cuts in 
government departments and im- 
posing a 5 per cent cut in retail 
prices, but still further measures 
are needed. 

If the British won’t take them, 
then it is perfectly legitimate 
for the United States Govern- 

ment, which will have to foot 
the bill unless these steps are 
taken, to do some prodding. 

England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland are poor coun- 
tries. The prosperity which their 
people gained by colonial con- 
quest and by getting in on the 
ground floor of the industrial 
revolution is a thing of the past. 
Their industrial plaht is anti- 
quated or worn out, to a very 
large degree. Their amassed 
wealth has been expended on 
two great wars. They are broke 
and getting broker. 

There are only two things they 
can do about it—economize in 
every possible way, ahd work. 

They are not doing the for- 
mer. A good 1 of them are 
not doing the . 

The time has — when they 
are going to have to do both, 
and quickly. 

Certainly the cure will be a 
multiple one. The one thing cer- 
tain about it when it finally 
comes to be applied is that it will 
be a lot tougher than the Cisease. 
It is going to be based on a gen- 
eral realization that, economically 
speaking, Britain is living in a 
time of crisis just as demanding 
as the evil days of 1940. 

This realisation does not now 
exist despite the outspoken hon- 
esty of Sir Stafford Cripps, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, on the 
government side and of Anthony 
Eden on the Conservative side.

U.S, GROUP SEEKING ROARS! 


NE of Europe's ablest and 

most ardent champions of 

European union admits sadly 
that the idea hasn’t yet struck 
the fire it must to become a reali- 
ty. “People still have too much 
to do with their own immediate 
worries,” says Joseph Bech, Lux- 
embourg’s foreign minister, a 
member of the Grand Duchy’s: gov- 
ernment since 1921. ' 


Bech believes that the Council 
of Europe, meeting at Strasbourg, 
in the long run, will be the 
“hearth of the European idea and 
spirit.“ 

“If Europe doesn’t become an 
area in which customs barriers dis- 
appear as much as possible, then 
all our efforts toward recovery 
can produce only temporary re- 
sults,” he declares. Then, with 
confidence and earnestness, he 
adds: “It will come.” 

Bech was a leading engineer of 

the Belgian-Luxembourg customs 
union which is the most successful 
of its type and could serve as a 
model for development through 
the rest of the continent. 

Bech has little love for Ger- 
mans, but he is prepared, for the 
good of Europe, to work with 
them. He feels, however, that the 
new German government must 
demonstrate its own foos faith 
before it can be admitted to Eu- 
rope’s councils. He is disturbed 
by the Germans’ expressions of 
intense nationalism and hatred 
and distrust of their neighbors. 

Best guarantee for peace, he 
thinks, would be Germany’s inclu- 
sion, “under certain conditions,” 
in the Council of Europe where 
Germany could be watched and, if 
necessary, controlled by a concert 
of other nations. “Germans,” he 
says flatly, “must not become the 
masters of Strasbourg.” 

In all his talk in the modest of- 
fice which once was an abbot’s 
refuge during Luxembourg’s stormy 
past, there is a rare mixture of 
idealism and healthy skepticism. 
Béch seems never to be disappoint- 
ed if things don’t turn out as well 
as expected immediately and nev- 
er too tired . discouraged to try 
again. 

He is a solid 62-year-old man 
with bushy, graying hair, tobacco- 
stained mustache, warm smile and 
twinkling eyes. His son Charles, 
a Fortress pilot during the war, 
is now an American citizen, living 
in New York.

the same terms. At about the 
same time, Bevin, who was to be- 
come Britain’s Foreign Minister, 
visited America and later told his 
trade union colleagues:

If the Europe of 20 years ago 
needed unity, it is many times 
more true of the Europe of 1949, 
after a second world war that 
promises to develop into yet a 
third world war.- 

Churchill as Statesman. 


When Churchill plays his role as 
a great statesman, he visualizes 
this need. Early this year, speak- 
ing at an economic conference in 
Londof, he said: 

“We gaze this morning on the 
scene of a devastated Europe. The 
old Europe is divided into 20-or 
more separate states, each an eco- 
nomic unit fortified by tariff walls 
and armed with all conceivable 
weapons to keep out or capture 
the trade of its neighbors. We 
have endured and in a broken 
fashion we have survived the re- 
sult of this crazy system, There 
was no Hope of recovery if each 
country simply strove to rebuild 


itself on the old national lines.. 


We would not have to think as 
Europeans if we were not to be 
‘paupers or slaves.’ The people 
of Europe would have to sink or 
swim together and the time had 
come when they would decide to 
swim.” 

That is Churchill as a great 
statesman, and he has made many 
other statements of like tenor. But 
there ts another Churchill, like 
the one who said in November 
1948, “that to imagine that Europe 
today was ripe for either a poli- 
tical federation or a customs union 
would be wholly unrealistic.” Or 
the Churchill who has just said 
at the Council of Europe that it 
would be better to take a look at 
the young woman before marrying 
her. 

The Hard Facts of Today. 

The hard facts of today ate 

that Curope after the second 
world war, is surviving with tlie 
ald of Marshall plan dollars, 
with no assurance that this shot 
in the arm will continue. It is 
made politically possible in the 

United States to appropriate 
these dollars because the people 
of the United States are afraid 
of a war with Russia, and are

But there is no assurance that 
the Marshall plan will suffice 
and Europe, by 1952, may still 
be disastrously weak. The fact 
is that Britain and France find 
it difficult to accustom them- 
selves to the idea that they are 
no longer first-class powers. 
Their statesmen are still think 
ing in nineteenth century terms, 
while the whole economic and 
power pattern of the world has 


‘passed them by. A fundamental 
remedy is needed. 

As Mackay tells his fellow Eu- 
ropeans: ä 

“We are living in a fool's para- 
dise if we do not fully recognize 
and accept the fact that Western 
Europe has been unable to be 
self-supporting and to provide suf- 
ficient exports for her purchases 
overseas for the last 35 years. The 
European recovery program is de- 
signed to provide Europe with 
sufficient ‘income between 1948 
and 1952 so that Western Europe 
can be self-supporting by 1952. 
Unless we realize the seriousness 
of her financial position and get 
it in proper perspective, we will 
not be willing to undergo the 
drastic operation which has to be 
performed on the Western ‘Euro- 
pean economy if it is to survive.” 

In Europe there are, in addi- 
tion to language barriers, 25 dif- 
ferent currencies, 25 customs bar- 
riers and 25 different kinds of 
quotas and licenses. 

Vexing Diversity Illustrated. 

The vexing diversity caused by 
nationalistic differentes can some- 
times best be expressed by indi- 
vidual experience. An American 
newspaper man had been assigned 
last year to go to the Western 
Union conference at The Hague 
and while en route he found a 
practical need for a unified Eu- 
rope. 

He had boarded the “Etoile du 
Nord,” the fast express which 
makes a daily Paris-Brussels-Am- 
sterdam run.

If a passenger had a 
cup of coffee while the train was 
in France, he got one lump of 
sugar. In Belgium, he could have 
two lumps. In The Netherlands, 
he could have all the sugar he 
wanted because of a more gener- 
ous tourist policy.

Even Greater Complexity. 

Imagine the greater complexity 
of a series of business transac- 
tions among a group of Europeans 
living in various countries. And 
this is what happens in a con- 
tinent which is a cradle of civili- 
zation, which has a population of 
more than 200,000,000 persons, in- 
cluding many of the finest ar- 
tisans; which was once the world’s 
greatest center of industrial. pro- 
duction and trade; which exported 
to the world not only vast 
amounts of goods but, more im- 
portant still, the brains and en- 
ergy of millions of human beings 
who would not or could not stay 
in Europe because the Continent 
had gone to seed.

bodies.‘ Many of them have 
fewer than 10,000 embers, 
many are bizarre and little 
known, yet they are not insignif- 
icant taken as an over-all group. 
Though some are static and 
others are declining, many in 
this group are growing more 
rapidly than the average of re- 
ligious groups. 

The author quotes. church 
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figures which show that while 
the growth of all religious bodies 
between 1906-16 was 18.9 per 
cent, the growth of the small 
sects was 39 per cent. Between 


1916-26 all religious groups grew 


17.6 per cent, the small sects 
grew 22.4 per cent. In the dec- 
ade of 1926-86 the average was 
17.6, but 43 small sects exceeded 
that figure, many of them by 
large margins. 


A reading of this book indi- 
cates what a task it would be to 
attempt to provide Government 
support for every church group 
which desired subsidies for its 
schools or which might decide to 
set up schools in order to share 
in the subsidies.

WHOLE lot of us feasted on 
Ae, the Beaver,“ by 

Thornton W. Burgess, when 
we first were savoring the books 
of childhood. . To those who still 
have a nostalgia for tales of the 
shrewd resident of ponds and 
creeks, The Wise One““ is an 
animal story which will be en- 
joyed by people of every age. 

Only a man who had watched 
beavers for years could produce 
this tale. Frank Conibear knows 
beavers as Branch Rickey knows 
baseball players. He has trapped 
beavers in the Canadian woods, 
and he has let lodges of them 
live unmolested near his cabin. 
He has been their nemesis and 
their friend. 

“The Wise One” is the story 
of one beaver, although Mr. Con- 
ibear may be telling the story of 
all beavers as he goes along. 

It is not only the destiny of 
the beaver to gnaw at saplings 
and dam ‘small streams. He 
must fight for his life and for 
the lives of his loved ones. Some- 
times the Wise One succeeds, oc- 
casionally he fails, He has two 


enemies in the animal kingdom 
—otters and wolverines. He kills 
a glutton twice his size, but the 
otters attack in packs. The mate 
of the Wise One succumbs to ot- 
ters, and so do the members of 
a litter of young beavePs.

The Wise One himself is too 
doughty and strong for the otters 
to slay. But the death. of his 
mate leaves him saddened and 
morose. He drops his careful 
guard and is snared by the steel 
jaws of a trap. It holds him 
under water until his valiant 
heart beats no more. 

This is the end of the Wise 
One, but not the end of dark 
thoughts for the reader of this 
excellent animal book. He re- 
inembers, guiltily, how beavers 
once dotted the riverbanks west 
and north of St. Louis, until the 
expeditions of the North West 
Company and the American Fur 
Company slew them by the 
thousands and the millions. Mr.

re AKING mountains out of 

M molehills is not limited to 

literary -enthusiasts, but 
they are notably active at it. 
And in no field more so than 
the Shakespearean. The single 
extant letter to Shakespeare was 
written on Oct, 25,.1598, from 
the Bell Inn in Carter Lane be- 
side St. Paul’s in London. No 
man knows whether Shakespeare 
got the letter. But the Shake- 
speare Cult in its exaggerative 
majesty has erected a plaque on 
the Bell site merely because 
a letter to the Bard had been 
written from that spot.

Many Artists Have Had Violent Ends 


ARGARET MITCHELL’S 
Mees from injuries 
céived when struck by an 
automobile has reminded W. G. 
Rogers, Associated Press arts 
reporter, of the unhappy fact 
that many artists have come to 
violent ends. He assumes, from 
the evidence, that the ivory 
tower is not a safe place of resi- 
dence. What the evidence really 
shows is that artists are no more 
secluded from the common life 
than bankers or bricklayers; for 
one who is cloistered, another is 
physically active and adventur- 
ous.

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Don Barnes Tells How 


He Almost Moved Browns. 


HE late Sam Breadon agreed 
T in 1941 to pay Don Barnes 

$250,000 as the Cardinals’ con- 
tribution to the project of mov- 
ing the Browns out of St. Louis, 
Taylor Spink discloses in the 
latest issue of the Sporting 
News. 


In the story Barnes recalls de- 
tails of an arrangement that 
would have resulted in the 
transfer of the St. Louis Ameri- 
can League club to Los Angeles 
if the war had not interfered. 


According to Barnes’s story, 
the Cardinals would have paid 
$200,000 to the Browns to reim- 
burse them for their share of 
the lighting system at Sports- 
man’s Park, and in addition the 
Browns were to receive two ball 
players, or if a satisfactory 
agreement couldn’t be reached 
on the athletes, an additional 
$50,000 was to be given by Brea- 
don. 

Barnes, to smooth the way for 
transfer of the Browns, had 
reached an agreement with P. K. 
Wrigley for the purchase of the 
Los Angeles club of the Pacific 
Coast League, including ball 
park, franchise and players.

Then Valued at $5000. 

VEN details of the traveling 
E problem involved had been 

worked out, Barnes told 
Spink. Players were to be dis- 
tributed on plane flights from 
Chicago to Los Angeles, so that 
not more than three players 
would be on any one plane. A 
tentative schedule had been 
worked out, calling for only one 
plane trip to California during 
the season, the two other trips 
permitting travel by train be- 
tween Chicago and the coast. 


“Everything was set.” Barnes 
told Spink. “We were to submit 
the plan officially to the Ameri- 
can League at the Chicago meet- 
ing. Breadon had pledged the 
approval of the National League. 
Then on Sunday, Dec. 7, we 
attended the football game be- 
tween the Chicago Cardinals and 
the Bears as guests of Jim Con- 
zelman. During the game it was 
announced over the public ad-

Of Bonus Rule 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 27 (UP)— 
Commissioner A. B. Chandler 
placed the issue of baseball's con- 
troversial bonus rule squarely up 
to the 16 major league club own- 
ers yesterday by sending out bal- 
lots calling for a vote on a repeal 
proposal. 

The proposal further provides, 
however, that all players already 
Classified as “bonus players” will 
continue to be subject to all pro- 
visions of the present clause until 
Dec. 4, 1952, 

Under one provision of the pro- 
posal, repeal of the bonus clause 
would become effective on the day 
following its adoption and the 
formal announcement by Chandler. 

The current bonus clause, which 
has been in effect since Feb. 165, 
1947, affects all players who re- 
ceive . bonus of more than $6000 
for signing as free agents. One 
restriction of the clause prevents 
a club from optioning a bonus 
player to a league of lower clas- 
sification without first asking for 
waivers on his services.

Stone was found on a farm near 

Kensington, Minn., in 1898. 

It bears runes—or Fourteenth 
Century Scandinavian alphabetical 
characters—purporting to tell of a 
Viking expedition into northwest- 
ern Minnesota by way of Hudson 
Bay and a network of rivers. 

The runes’ story is that 30 Goths 
(Swedes) and Norwegians sailed to 
Minnesota in 1362 and were set on 
by Indians, who massacred 10 
members of the expedition. 

Authenticity of the stone was 
debated for many years before the 
Smithsonian, two years ago, ac- 
cepted the stone with the state- 
ment that “one bit of evidence 
after another has come to light in- 
dicating that the relic is genuine.” 

Some students of Scandinavian 
lore still question the stone’s au- 
thenticity, however.

Convictions, Puzzled Police Are Not

FORT WAYNE, Aug. 27. 


BOUT the only thing anyone 
in Fort Wayne, or the whole 


state of Indiana for that mat- : 


ter; can be sure of is that four 
women were murdered. Beyond 
that no one, from the governor of 
the state down to the cop on the 
beat, is prepared to go. This 
despite—or maybe because of— 
the fact that two men have con- 
fessed to having killed three of 
them and a third man has been 


convicted of having killed one f 


them. 

The first man who confessed to 
having killed three of the women 
is in the state penitentiary under 
sentence of death. The man who 
was convicted of having killed one 
of them—one of the three for 
whose killing the first man was 
sentenced to die—was. sent to 
prison for life. They sit in the 
state penitentiary not 50 yards 
from, one Aneta, . 

And now a third man has been 
arrested, and he claims’ to have 
killed three of the four himself. 
Which, if it doesn’t exactly clear 
things up in the reader’s mind, 


Will at least make it clear to him 


why no one in Fort Wayne knows 
quite what to belieye in any more. 


They can’t.even trust science, 
because twice the lie detector, 
operated its invéntor, Dr. 
Leonarde Keeler himself, has gone 
athwart of things. The lie detector 
said that the man who first con- 
fessed to being a triple killer was 
guilty: But now there is every 
indication that he is one of those

ACTION SINCE JULY, 1944, BUT HIS MOTHER SAYS: HE ISN'T DEAD. 
IF HE WERE, | WOULD KNOW II.“

NEW YORK, Aug. 27. 

T was just five years ago last 

month during those early weeks 

of the invasion that quiet, white- 
haired Harry Lepselter settled his 
pretty, blue-eyed wife in her fa- 
vorite chair in their Brooklyn flat 
and read to her that most dreaded 
oftofficial documents—“The War 
Department regrets. ...” Their 
son, Staff Sergeant Nathan IL. 
Lepselter, was missing in action, 

Bravely, Dora Lepselter listened 
to the War Department message. 
Then she took from the table be- 
side her the picture of her hand- 
some son in his Air Force uni- 
form, studied it for some time and 
said: We mustn’t worry. He 
isn’t dead, If he were, I would 
know it.” 

Today, although it has been 
more than five years since she 
has had a letter from her son 
and despite the fact that the War 
Department had marked the file 
on Sgt. Lepselter “presumed to be 
dead,” Nat Lepselter’s mother still 
says, He's alive. You see, I 
would know if he were dead.” 

In the same Brooklyn flat from 
which Nat Lepselter left to enlist 
in the Air Corps, I listened one 
morning this past week to an 
amazing story. Dora and Harry 
Lepselter have not been content 
to lieve simply that their son 
still lives and that some day he 
will come home. They have spent 
five years and most of their fam- 
ily savings searching for him. 

And now after the months upon 
months of heroic effort, there is 
new hope that the Lepselters may 
not have searched for their son in 
vain. Only a few days ago, out of 
the blue, they received a letter 
from the French Consulate in 
New York saying that informa- 
tion had been received from the 
French Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs stating that their boy was 
known to be alive in a hospital 
near Brussels in September 1944, 
two months after the date listing 
him as missing in action in offi- 
cial War Department files. 

On the strength of this letter 
and a review of other clues un- 
earthed by the Lepselters in their 
long campaign to prove that their 
son still lives, Adjutant General 
of the Army Edward F. Witsell 
has ordered the case reopened and 
started an official manhunt for 
the long-missing sergeant. 

Harry Lepselter begins the story 
of his beloved son back in 1942. 

“He came to me that day and 
suddenly I felt that my boy had 
grown to be a man,” the father 
said, swallowing hard to choke 
down his emotion. “He said that 
he did not want to wait for the 
draft and that he ~wanted my 
permission to enlist. I was proud 


of him and, even though it was 
hard to lose our only son, I gave 
my permission. They tried to 
make an instructor out of him, 
but he wanted to see combat. 
After he was sent to England, he 
kept writing to his mother that 
he was still in school, but we both 
knew that he was already flying 
in combat.” 

A gunner on an A-20 J bomber, 
Sergeant Lepselter flew his last 
mission on July 17, 1944. With a 
crew of three, the plane left Chal- 
grove, England, on that day and 
was never seen or heard from 
again. Bodies of the other two 
members of the crew were found, 
one washed ashore on a beach 
near Regenville, France, but no 
trace was found of Sergeant Lep- 
selter. 

At first, after they were noti- 
fied that their son was missing 
in action, the Lepselters, like 
many another mother and father 
during the last war, waited and 
prayed and hoped that soon they 
would have news that their én 
was safe. But as the weeks 
stretched into months, they could 
wait no longer, 


Through an American-French 
aid society, they had posters print- 
ed bearing the picture of their son 
and sent them to France. They 
wrote endless letters to flyers in 
their son’s squadron. They ap- 
pealed to the mayors and police 
officials of French towns. They 
begged the War Department for 
details of the last mission on 
which their son flew and when 
the war was over sent hundreds 
of posters to towns and villages 
in the Vire-Torigny region of 
northern France where their son 
had presumably crashed. 
E 

HERE were many letters of re- 
1 ply giving sympathy and con- 

dolence, but none holding out 
any actual clues. But still the 
mother of Nat Lepselter refused 
to give up hope. : 

“He lives,” she repeated over 
and over. “I know in my heart 
that he lives.” 
In the summer of 1947, two 
years after the war in Europe 
was over, Harry Lepselter would 
wait no lnger for the Army to 
give him news of his missing son. 
Armed only with a great package 
of posters bearing the picture of 
his son and the address of a dis- 
tant cousin in Paris he set out to 
find his boy. 

In Paris, with the cousin acting 
as interpreter, he told his story 
to the manager. of a French radio 
station, who promptly had him 
make a record which was played 
over a Paris station three times 
a week for two weeks. Then he 
combed the records of the Amer- 
ican Graves Registration in Paris 
and then set off to interview per- 
sonally the mayors of all the 
towns and villages in the section 
of France in which his son had 
been reported missing. And every-

gave to every person who would 
take one, a handbill telling of the 
search for his son. 

There were many days of weary 
travel and fruitless questioning. 
Then in a little village in the Vire- 
Torigny section, Harry Lepselter 
heard words that caused his heart 
to race. A retired gendarme 
looked long and hard at the 
poster bearing Nat Lepselter's 
picture and said: “My God, I 
know that boy. I know where he 
was hidden.”

UT the war had made many 
changes and no trace could be 
found of the people who had 
hidden the American flyer. More 
days and weeks of travel and ques- 
tioning followed and then Harry 
Lepselter returned home. But if he 
felt defeat when he sat in the liv- 
ing room of their Brooklyn flat 
and told his son’s mother how his 
only clue had been impossible to 
trace, she found only proof of the 


words she had said over and over: 


“He lives, my son lives.” 

And so the Lepselters once again 
began their search for their son 
by mail, They mailed more pos- 
ters to London and Paris and 
Brussels; sent great batches to the 


Hague, Dublin, Geneva, to Stock- 


holm, Copenhagen, to Oslo and Tel 
Aviv. And last September when 
the men of the Air Force Associa- 
tion met in convention in New 
York, Dora and Harry Lepselter 
donned sandwich boards telling of 
their search for their boy and 
paraded in front of the convention 
headquarters, handing out posters 
and inquiring, “Have you seen our 
son?” 

Recently a man in Paris who 
called himself Henry Gardet, but 
admitted that he sometimes used 
another name, wrote Lepselter that 
he had seen young Nat in a Ger- 
man prison near Rouen in France. 
Once more the Lepselters felt that 
their days of frustration were near 


an end. But Gardet in letters and 


telegrams has continued only to 
state that young Nat Lepselter is 
alive, is at present in the Russian 
zone of Germany, and will even- 
tually be brought home, 

The Army has questioned Gar- 
det and in a copy of the report 
to Lepselter casts some doubt on 
whether Gardet ever knew -the 
young Lepselter- in the Bonne 
Nouvelle Prison at Rouen. The 
cousin of the Lepselters in Paris 
has also sent back an unfavorable 
report on Gardet, but Lepselter 
himself has talked with Gardet by 
transatlantic phone and feels that 
Gardet actually has some infor- 
mation about his son. 

“I offered to give the man all 
the money I have left if he will 
give me information leading to the 
finding of my son,” Lepselter says, 
“but he does not want money. I 
do not know what he wants. He 
would only say that Nat is alive 
and well.”

NCE GARDET, after an ex- 
0 change of letters and tele- 
grams, wired Lepselter that he 
could go no farther with the case 
and that he was being threatened 
with arrest. But mysterious as 


Gardet is about the whole matter, 


Lepselter refuses to believe that 
the man is a crook or so callous 
that he would falsely lead a 
mother to believe that she might 
soon see the son for whom she 
has been waiting for five years. 

Last December, former Tech. 
Sgt. H. H. Tucker wrote the Lep- 
selters that he had seen Nat Lep- 
selter in a mental institution 
in Belgium in the fall of 1944. 
Tucker later yisited the Lepselters 
and they are convinced that he 
saw and talked to their son, 

“I asked him questions about

she was sure she had seen Nat 
cold and apparently ill on a rail- 
road platform and that she had 
given him her shawl to keep 
warm. 

And recently Lepselter has re- 
ceived a reply from his letter to 
the Pope in Rome saying that the 
Vatican has become interested in 
the case and that an attempt will 
be made to locate Nat through the 
Vatican Tracing Service. 

In the five years since her son 
was reported missing in action, 
Dora Lepselter has seldom left 
the Lepselter flat. She makes 
endless trips to the mail box in 
the front hall. She knows what 
times the postman makes his de- 
liveries each day, but she still 
makes countless trips between 
times. 

“You can’t tell,” she says. “He 
might get the mail mixed up and 
bring back a letter after I've 
looked in the box.” 

In between trips to the mail box 
and in the spare moments from 
her house work, Dora Lepselter 
sits in her favorite chair and 
looks at the picture of her hand- 
some son. 

“He was 19 when he enlisted,” 
she explained, “And he was 26 


last March. But I still call him 
my boy.” 

On Sept. 1, the Lepselters will 
have been married 30 years. 
Natives of Austria, they both 
came to the United States in 1913 
and in the good years Harry Lep- 
selter was in the restaurant busi- 
ness. Now he works as a waiter. 

“We don’t have much money 
left,” he said, “but I feel with 
what we have I must make anoth- 
er trip to Paris. I want to talk 
to Gardet. If he knows where 
Nat is, I know I can get him to 
tell me.” ä 

But Mrs. Lepselter is against 
her husband making another trip. 
The years of worry and waiting 
have taken their toll on Lep- 
selter’s health. The years of wait- 
ing have faded, too, the beauty of 
Dora Lepselter. Long ago she 
cried her last tear. Today her 
blue eyes are dry and her face is 
that of a woman who has suf- 
fered, 


But Dora Lepselter has a faith 
that is beautiful. Tears came into 
the eyes of this reporter when 
she said to me: “My son lives. 
Someday I will call you on the 
phone and tell you that he is 
home,”

RTHUR POPE, professor of 
A fine arts at Harvard Uni- 
versity, sets out in h 
book, “The Language of Painting 
Ind Drawing” (Harvard Univer- 
sity Press, Cambridge, Mass., $5), 
primarily tg give. an understand- 
ing of basic principles governing 
the visual arts. He defines funda- 


mental terms, often abused by 


more rapturous and less precise 
writers, and clarifies the concepts 
by ingenious diagrams and repro- 
ductions of paintings which un- 
mistakably illustrate matters un- 
der discussion. 

The book, a product of more 
than a half century of art teach- 
ing at Harvard, expresses no 
merely personal point of view. It 

a great way toward achiev- 
ng the aim of the fine arts de- 
partment of Harvard— to build 
up a body of knowledge to form 
the basis for a genuine theory of 
the vigual arts comparable to 
theory in music, understanding of 


which is taken for granted for 


the intelligent listener as well as 
composer and performer.” 

The single volume; superseding 
the author's The Painter's 
Terms” and “The Painter’s Modes 
of Expression,” is lucid in its 
logic and as readable as the com- 
plexity of the subject matter will 
allow. The sound scholarship of 
the writer, who acknowledges his 
debt to such colleagues as Jakob 
Rosenberg, is above question. 
“The Language of Painting and 
Drawing” should head the list of 
required reading for the serious 
collector, ya or craftsman.”

S “Song of Norway,” the operetta about the life and: music of 
Edward Grieg, starts on the last nine nights of its J5-night run 
this evening, it becomes evident that Municipal Opera has a very 


good chance this season of breaking its all-time seasonal attendance 


record of 866,961, set in 1947. 
Last year’s total attendance of 
821,045 was about 46,000 short of 
the record. Attendance at the 
first five productions of this year 
exceed that for a similar period 


last year by 45,346. Municipal 
Opera declines to reveal subse- 
quent attendance totals at this 
time, but it is expected that, 
barring bad weather during the 
run of “Song of Norway,” the 
closing production, this year’s at- 
tendance will exceed last year's 
by from 50,000 to 75,000, easily 
breaking the record. Last year, 
four performances were canceled 
by rain,- with only two being 
washed out so far this season. 
The attendance averaged 10,017 
a performance in the first 38 per- 
formances this season. If that 
average is continued for the re- 
maining 49, the season’s total will 


be about 871,500, 45,000 more than 
the record. 

Whether “Song of Norway,” will 
beat the record for one produc- 
„tion, set by “Up in Central Park” 
last year with an attendance of 
160,011 for 14 performances, will 
depend a great deal on the weath- 
er, even though “Song of Norway” 
has one extra performance, that 
Labor day night, Sept. 5. 

As a small profit was shown 
last year, it is expected the opera 
will again be comfortably in the 
black this year, in spite of an in- 
creased budget, most of which 
went to engaging higher-priced 
stars. Receipts last year increased 
8 per cent over 1947.

No Credit for Age if in

The only 
certainty is that the bureau's ex- 
perts are over a barrel—damned 
if they do and damned if they 
don’t. 

Present regulations stipulate 
that a distiller may not claim age 
for a whisky except for the time it 
has been in new charred oak

Five G. A. R. Centenarians to Begin 
Last Encampment in Indianapolis 


Aged Survivors Select City Which Was Host| 
to First Convention 82 Years Ago—Mem- | 
bership in 1890 Was 408,489.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 27 (AP) 
Five fragile centenarians will 
assemble here tomorrow to sound 
taps for the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

The aged survivors decided a 
year ago to hold their last en- 
campment in the city which was 
host to their first convention 82 
years ago. The encampment will 
be from Aug. 28 to 31. 

Two hundred eighty-eight young 
delegates from 11 states were on 
hand for the initial meeting on 
Nov. 20, 1866. No formal minutes 
of the gathering were kept, says 
Miss Cora Gillis, G.A.R. secre- 
tary. She came here from Wash- 
ington to make arrangements for 
the eighty-third annual meeting 
of the once-powerful organization. 
The state of Indiana will be 
official host to the Civil War vet- 
erans and some 2500 members of 
five affiliated groups: The Na- 
tional Woman's Relief Corps, La- 


dies of the Grand Army of the pl 


Republic, Daughters of the Union 
Veterans of the Civil War, Sons 
of Union Veterans of the Civil 
War and their auxiliary. 

The five surviving members of 
the organization which in 1890 


boasted a peak membership of d 


408,489, planning to attend are: 
Theodore Penland, 100, Portland, 
Ore., the national commander-in- 
chief; Albert Woolson, 102, Duluth, 
Minn., national chief of staff; 
Robert Barrett, 102, Princeton, 
Ky.; Joseph Clovese, 105, Pontiac, 


Mich., and James A. Hard, 108, 
Rochester, N.Y. 

Clovese is the only living Negro 
member of the group. Hard, who 
is blind and deaf, is expected to 
be flown to the encampment. 

Still hoping to attend is Charles 
R. Chappel, 102, Long Beach, 
Calif., who is reported recover- 
ing from injuries suffered in a 
fall from a peach tree. 

Liss Gillis says there are 16 sur- 
viving G.A.R. members through- 
out the country. 

Stamp collectors and dealers 
will be on hand for the encamp- 
ment too.

The first will be Sunday 
night on the World War memorial 
aza. 

The Civil War veterans will be 
guests at a reception in the of- 
fice of Gov. Henry F. Schricker 
on Monday. A twilight parade 
followed by a campfire will com- 
plete the ceremonies on Wednes- 


ay. 
The G.A.R. veterans will each 
ride in a separate motor car in 
the parade. When the vehicles 
reach a reviewing stand they will 
be backed over the curb to give 
their passengers a vantage point 
from which to view the marchers,

Price reductions on 22 major 
products of the organic division 
of Monsanto Chemical Co. have 
been made since the first of the 
year, it was announced yesterday 
by W. G. Krummrich, organic di- 
vision general manager.

There is no doubt that whisky 
improved with age, at least up to 
four years or so, but there is a 
question as to the relative efficacy 
of new and old casks for the mel- 
lowing process. Arguments in- 
volving science, business and tra- 
dition are advanced by proponents 
of each. 

Some countries permit the use 
of old cooperage and apparently 
find it satisfactory. But a number 
of witnesses maintained at the 
hearings that this is America and 
in America aged whisky means 
aged in new casks, nothing else. 


URGES ONLY PART OF SOCIAL 
SECURITY CARD BE CARRIED 


Workers should carry only one 
section of their social socurity 
cards and put the other section in 
a safe place, because if they lost 
the cards, it would simplify issu- 
ance of new ones, T. L. Gaukel, 
social security administration 
manager, said yesterday. Over 
2800 cards are replaced monthly. 

A week to 10 days is required to 
issue a duplicate card. Appli- 
cants are required to show their 
cards to employers who report the 
social security number when the 
worker goes on the payroll.

less. Even in houses of the mer- 
chant builders’ lowest price brack- 
ets, however, it often is found 
feasible to add an open basement 
shower, and such will be seen in 
some of the properties opened for 
inspection during the Homes Fes- 
tival.

WELVE boys, who a few months ago were likely candidates for penal 
institutions, are g a new life at a rural retreat near St. James, 
95 miles southwest of St. Louis. Ranging in age from 10 to 14, they 
comprise the first group to take up residence at the newly-founded 
Boys Town of Missouri, a non-profit, non-sectarian home for socially 
maladjusted youths. There they are finding the security, help and 
understanding they so desperately needed. 
The youngsters—six from the St. Louis area, six from elsewhere in 


the State—had been seriously involved with the law when they were 


lifted from bewildering circumstances and afforded a chance to become 
decent, useful citizens. Some of them had gotten into trouble with 
juvenile authorities for such crimes as automobile theft and burglary. 

Boys Town of Missouri is not associated with the famed Boys Town 
of Nebraska, founded by the late Father Flanigan, except that both are 
dedicated to the welfare of youths. It was established, after more than 
three years of planning and fund raising, by members of St. Louis 


American Legion Post No. 484 led by William F. James, a 31-year-old. 


automobile dealer. James now heads the corporation that operates the 
community. The first place of its kind in Missouri and one of few such 


projects in the country, Boys Town is. supported by hundreds of 


individuals and organizations throughout the State. 

The Missouri Boys Town occupies a 120-acre tract of wooded hills 
and rolling pasture land off Highway 66. Facilities include a three-story 
mansion of native stone which is serving temporarily as a combination 
administration building and living quarters, a five-car garage now 
being converted into a school, a caretaker’s cottage, and several farm 
buildings. Valued at $115,000, the property was acquired for $20,000 
and has been extensively improved, with much material and most 
furnishings contributed by sympathetic Missourians. 

Construction will start soon on the first of 12 cottages, each of which 
will house 12 boys and a married couple who will act as foster-parents 
to the group in their charge. Each cottage, with its own kitchen, dining 
room, playroom, library and sleeping quarters, will opérate as a family 
unit. Population of the community will be limited to l ys; any more 
than that, the Boys Town officials feel, would require a regimented, insti- 
tutionalized operation—something ‘they are studiously striving to avoid. 

The first 12 boys, selected from 504 for whom admission had been 
sought, are serving as a pilot“ group in developing an integrated pro- 
gram and operational technique. Fundamental purpose of Boys Town, 
its sponsors explain, is to provide neglected youths, aged 10 to 16, with 
home, education, recreation, guidance, discipline and spiritual help. 
Every boy admitted becomes a legal ward of Boys Town, and his length 
of stay is determined by the adjustment he makes. Boys Town of Mis- 
souri has one guiding principle: Each boy is to bé treated as an 
individual, not as a number.

Flour, sifted with salt and sugar, is beaten 
into this mixture. It is then set aside in a warm place, 

_ covered, to rise for about an hour. 

Risen dough is turned out on a floured towel, kneaded, 
rolled to one-fourth-inch thickness and cut in rounds with a 
cheese glass. Filling of cheddar cheese, mustard sardines or 
deviled ham is 33 on half the rounds. These are topped 
with plain rounds and the edges are pinched together firmly. 
Filled rolls are then placed in a spring form, sprinkled with 
chopped peanuts and set to rise until double in bulk. 

INGREDIENTS: One cup milk, one stick butter, one egg, 
one cake, one-fourth cup lukewarm water, four cu 
bread flour, three-fourths teaspoon salt, three-fourths table- 
spoon sugar, three-fourths pound cheddar cheese, one large 
tin mustard sardines, one large tin deviled ham, one-half cup 
chopped salted peanuts, three tablespoons melted butter.

The Consultative Assembly—something éf a debating society because 
of the restrictions placed on it—is composed of 101 delegates from the 12 
member countries.

Each member nation selects its delegates as it chooses, but each delegate 
can vote ag he pleases.
